Germany Sign’ 
Treaty Today 


| BERLIN, Aug. 23.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—The peace treaty between 
the United States and Germany will be 
signed tomorrow. 

The cabinet gave the document final 
consideration at a special session early 
this evening, which was attended by 
President Ebert. \ 

The document will be signed by Ellis 
Loring Dresel, United States commis- 
sioner, and Dr. Friedtich Rosen, the 
German foreign minister, who has been 
empowered by President Ebert, accord- 
ing to the German constitution, to af- 
fix his signature in behalf of the Ger- 
man republic. Mr. Dresel has received 
full credentials from the Washington 
government for signing. 

Terms Not Given Out. 

Beyond the statement that the treaty 
formally provides for the restoration of 
friendly relations and an immediate re- 
sumption of diplomatic and consular 
intercourse between the United States 
and Gtrmany no information was ob- 
tainable tonight regarding the contents 
of the instrument. 

It was intimated, however, that there 
are no provisions included in it for the 
precise treatment of financial, commer- 
cial, and economic igsues, which are 
still in abeyance. It is said that these 
will be made the subject of future ne- 
gotiations.

(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) — 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Charges that large oil interests 
are seeking to drive out independent 
producers and attacks upon American 
dye manufacturers marked discussion 
of tariff questions on the floor of the 
senate today. 

The bill extending the dye and chem- 
jeal control provisions of the emergen- 
ey tariff act was under consideration. 
".e oll question was brought up by 
Senater Harreld of Oklahoma, who 
urged duties on crude petroleum in the 
permanent tariff bill and also offered 


commission to ascertain whether or not 
the Standard Oil interests were seek- 
ing to monopolize the field. 
Monopoly Is Alleged. 
Senator Harreld in his resolution 
recited that “it has been charged by 


the independent oil producers of the 
United States that there is monopoly 
controlling the production of crude 
petroleum, the refining and marketing 
of its products, and that said: monop- 


oly is manipulating the markets in 
such a way as to force into bankruptcy 
the 21,000 independent producers in 
the United States in order that it may 
buy up their properties and thus fur- 
ther monopolize the industry.” 
Dumping Mexican Oil. 


The resolution further sets forth that 
Fit is charged by the independent pro- 
ducers that in order to bring about 
this condition said monopoly is dump- 
ing upon the markets of this country 
such quantities of Mexican output as 
will break the markets of the independ- 
ent producers and in violation of the 
anti-dumping act, thus bringing about 
a destruction of independent oil pro- 
duters.”’

Ordinarily.about 200-ash tcames 
and 400 garbage teams sre kept on 
the job. Aldermen, ward committee- 
men, ward superintendents, newspa- 
pers, and the citv health department 
are receiving scores of complaints 
aaily. | 
One member of the finance commit- 
tee efficiency staff, to which many 
complaints are directed, said yesterday 
that the use of men, teams, and trucks 
at the Municipal pier for garbage and 
refuse removal work during the 
pageant of progress is the cause of the 
present lack of funds for alley work. 
Denied by Officials. 
This theory was scouted by street 
bureau officials. One declared that less 
than fifty men were used at the pier 
during the pageant, asserting that their
